Communication from The Deputy 
Minister of Immigration 
and Colonization 
“It is the desire and policy of the 
Canadian Government to eliminate as 
far as possible any delay or inconveni- 
ence to bona fide tourists entering 


Canada from the United States. Only 
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the duty of guarding against the ad- 
mittance, in the guise of tourists, of 
persons not legally admissible, necessi- 
tates such simple formalities as are re- 
quired. In brief, citizens of the United 
States entering Canada as tourists may 
expect no inconvenience whatsoever. 
Persons who are not citizens of the 
United States should carry evidence 
that they are legally resident in the 
States and they should be in the posi- 
tion to satisfy the Canadian Officer at 
the International Boundary that they 
will have no difficulty in returning to 
the United States. Tourists’ automo- 
biles are admitted without charge and 
may be driven for pleasure in Canada 
under their State licenses for a period 
of 60 days."’ Persons driving their cars 
should bring with them their State auto 
registration cards, as these must be left 
with the Customs Department to guar- 
antee export of the car. A sixty-day 
permit may be obtained on exhibition 
of State licenses, which will permit car 
to leave Canada at some other port 
than that of entrance.

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Industrial Plant Trips 

All day Friday will be devoted to 
the inspection of local plants of interest 
to electrochemists. Friday morning 
there will be a choice of two trips. 
Members and guests choosing Group 
A will visit the Ontario Paper Company 
at Thorold, Ontario, where they will 
see newsprint manufactured on high 
speed machines for the Chicago Tri- 
bune and the New York News. The 
plant produces 490 tons per day, and 
consumes 150,000 cords of wood an- 
nually. The paper machine speed is 
1,000 feet per minute. A new modern 
steam plant, operating at 450 pound 
pressure, has just been installed, re- 
placing electric steam generator equip- 
ment. 

From the Ontario Paper Company, 
members and guests will proceed to the 
Spun Rock Wools Limited, of Thorold, 
where they will see the production of 
rock wool in the electric furnace. 


Before returning to the Hotel for 
luncheon, members and guests will 
visit the Welland Canal, Lock No. 7, 
at Thorold, “‘where the steamships 
club the mountain.”

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of each lift-lock is 820 feet; usable 
width of each lift-lock, 80 feet; and 
total lift of each lift-lock, 46.5 feet.
